FORMERLY DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Three terms. All taught by Miss Laura B. Sanborn. Miss San- 
born has taught several terms of school in town, and anyschool room 
that she enters as teacher, she gives general satisfaction. A majority 
of this school are small scholars, but we noticed good order prevail- 
ing generally, and also at the close that they had made good progress 
in their studies. 

FORMERLY DISTRICT NO. 6. 

One term. Taught by Miss Mary E. Gifford. Miss Gifford labored — 
hard for the good of her scholars, and to Keep a satisfactory term of 
school, which we think she accomplished. At our visits we noticed 


good order generally, and at the close commendable improvement in 
their studies.

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satisfactory term, but through some lack of ambition on the part of 
the teacher or scholars, or both, it was not up to the standard of ex 

cellence that we had hoped it would be, although the few scholars 
in attendance at the close of the school had made quite good improve- 
ment in their studies.
